G.S.R. 1736.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Sec¬ 
tion 26 of the Customs Act, 1962 ( 52 of lb62), the Central Government, being 
satisfied that it Is necessary in the public Interest so to do, hereby exempts Caustic 
■oda [ falling under Item No. 28(34) of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 
1934 ( 32 of 1934)1 when imported into India from so much of that portion of the 
duty of customs leviable thereon which is specified in the said First Schedule as 
is in excess of— 

(1) 40 per cent, ad valorem, If of British manufacture; and 

(2) 50 per cent, ad valorem, if not of British manufacture.

G.S.R. 1737.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of Sec¬ 
tion 14 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following amendment In the Notification of the Government of India In 
the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue & Company Law) No. 197- 
Customs dated the 1st October, 1964, namely:— 

In Section VI of the Schedule annexed to the said Notification, the portion 
beginning with the figures, brackets and words “28(34) Soda, caus¬ 
tic,.*’ and ending with the words, figures and abbreviation 

“containers of not less than 6'36 Kg.” shall be omitted.
